15) • Money may be freely given or 
loaned in most cases. 

A government's Leader may give 
a gift or loan to any other Power. 
The amount is deducted after all 
maintenanc e has teen paid but be- 
fore Bond maturity payments. 

A Leader may loan money to a 
Company headquartered in the same 
country, and must charge a minimum 
of annually compouded interest , 

Unlike all other orders „ trans- 
actions, and payments, a Leader 
may make such a loan to himself, 
if he is the President of any 
company (whether or not head- 
quartered in that country) on a 
secret has is . This loan cannot 
he for less than 1 % interest and 
will become public if he defaults 
on any interest payments. Other- 
wise the loan remains secret un- 
less he is accused of conflict-of- 
interest under a call for investi- 
gation by any stockholder/Presi- 
dent of any company in the country 
(Headquarters or Branch office) . 
If such a call is made the conflict 
is found out and the Leader is 
shamed. His debt becomes public, 
and he must pay this back immediat- 
ely if possible* No support orders 
to units in unowned areas succeed. 

Since the call and expose' occur 
at the start of a turn, this can 
be disasterous. Moreover, all own- 
ed spaces suffer a value reduction 
of 5% more when calculating value, 
that turn. 

However... if the accusation is 
proved false* the accusing Presi- 
dent is shamed, instead. He is 
ridiculed publicly and so his comp- 
any loses 5% of it's value in 
calculations that turn . Moreover, 
he must pay a fine of $1000, or 
2?£ of the country' s final taxable 
public value that turn, whichever 
is higher . This is a personal 
fine not payable by the company. 

A government may never loan 
money to a non-President stock- 
holder. Money loaned to a Pres- 
dent by a government is loaned 
to the company i not to the Pres- 
ident as an individual* 

A Leader may attempt to em- 
bezfcel money from the government. 
As per a loan to a Leader/Presi- 
dents company, this transaction 
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is secretly done. Also like such 
a loan, if paid back (but there 
is no interest) it can never be 
"discovered" by investigation. 
H owever , like such a loan , it may 
be discovered at any time before 
then by investigation, if any 
stockholder of any company makes 
such a call- The stockholder 
does not have to be the company 
President, nor does the company 
need to be headquartered in that 
country (merely, branch office) . 

If such a call is made by 
someone who could not call an in- 
vestigation of a possible Leader 
secret loan, and the Leader has 
such a loan, to his company, but 
has not embezzled pers onally » the 
investigation is not high enough 
to reveal this, and the stockhold- 
er is shamed for Lese Majeste, 
and must pay a fine of $200 or 

of the country's final tax- 
able public value that turn , 
whichever is higher. Note that 
if the Leader has not embez zeled, 
or it is not outstanding, that 
the same punishment applies. 

If the unsuccessful call is 
made by one high enough to have 
called the investigation on a 
Leader secret loan, then he and 
his company are shamed and his 
company loses 10$ of it's value 
that year, and the caller must 
pay a personal fine of $2000 or 

of the country's final taxable 
public vale that turn, whichever 
is higher. 

However, if the Leader has 
embezzelled, then he is found 
out and disgraced i he is immedi- 
ately removed from office and 
replac ed by standard proceedure . 
The country suffers a 10% loss 
of value that year to all owned 
provinces ; all units hold i the 
Leader must pay a personal fine 
of double that just listed for 
an unsuccessful President caller ,. 
or double his embezzeled amount , 
whichever is more ; the Leaders 
company, if he is a President, 
loses Z0% of value that turn? 
and any company in which he holds 
stock loses Zfa of value that year. 
Shameful ! 

Rote that a call for investiga- 
t ion into possible impropr ie t ies 
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or conflict of interest is not 
divisible by offence. The caller- 
would state the desire for such 
an investigation, but not what 
is being investigated for . The 
results will depend on the status 
of the caller and whether or not 
the offense has actually occurred. 

As a salary, the Leader of a 
country received 1% of all taxes 
taken in any year. This is paid 
immediately after collection of 
taxes, but; before collection of 
Bond Sales, etc. 

16) . The President of a Company 
receives a salary also; this is 
in the amount of 5?5 of value of 
the company that year. 

A Company may never loan money 
to another company or to an indi- 
vidual! since it has no precise 
income . However , it 1 s annual val- 
ue is used as an indicator of it's 
annual income and this amount 
may be used as cash in any one 
year (though not accumulated) for 
various purposes . 

A Company may loan money to 
any government, at a fixed minimum 
rate of 5% interest, to as much as 
may be agreeable. It may also 
make a gift of money to any power . 

A President may also wish to 
embezsel this amount , or some 
amount, or take money from the 
company as a loan, at 5%+ . 

Loans of any kind to a govern- 
ment are public. Gifts to powers 
or loans/embezzelment is secret . 

If the President takes such 
money and it is still outstanding 
at the time any stockholder calls 
for an investigation into company 
improprieties, the President is 
caught. Any stockholder means, 
of that company only! 

When the President is caught 
in this way, he must pay back 
twice what was taken immediately, 
and loses his Presidency as well. 

Also , his company is marred by 
the scandal and loses 5% of value 
that turn. 

However, if the call is made 
and the President has no such 
amounts outstanding, the calling 
stockholder is disgraced and the 
company is shamed; the company 
suffers a ±0% loss of value and 
the stockholder/caller must give 
up 20% of his stock (via sale) 
that turn, minimum. (This is not 
in addition to any stated sale 
of such stock if he sold that 
turn; but he may not buy more on 
that turn, of that company . ) 

Individuals may get loans 
from presumed public banks. They 



may borrow from $100 minimum up 
to a maximum of the current value 
of thier assets, at a rate of 12^t 
annual interest . 

An individual may also loan or 
give money to any other player, 
on a personal basis . 

If such loans are between stock 
holders of companies with an offic 
in the sane country , the players 
may submit such an agreement to 
the Gamemaster; in the event of 
default, and if the government 
of registration still exists, 
the GM will mediated the problem 
as judge, so that the loaner is 
repaid. (See Bankruptcy) . 

For instance, player A has 
$1000 and holds stock in the 
Bohemia Bank and Trust Co., of 
Austria, and Munich Pulp of Ger- 
many; player B has $27 but also 
has stock in both companies, and 
wants to barrow $400 from player 
A. They agree on terms, length 
of time, interest, and decide to 
submit this to the GM under the 
registry of the Austrian Banking 
Commission. If Austria is de- 
feated, the loan will be uncoll- 
ectable . However, if player B 
defaults while Austria exists, 
then player A has the option of 
forgetting the loan, or filing 
suit (with the GM) for collec- 
tion. In the last case, and if 
player B. has not declared bank- 
ruptcy, the GM will mediate the * 
case and suggest solutions. The 
case will become public . 

Otherwise, such loans or gifts 
are entirely private. Players 
may also give the gift of funds 
to any entity (company, or power) 
privately or publicly. 

l?)- Note, like improprietous 
loans or government embezzlement, 
a gift by a government to another 
government may be made secretly. 
However, the Leader may order this 
to be done publicly if he so wish- 
es .

Passing The Brux 



Bruce Linsey (alias Brux) is a 
hobby denizen of varied repute (or 
disrepute, depending upon the 
source) . I have not, heretofore, 
participated in the Linsey Feud to 
any extent, nor will that change. 
Thus the title. 

However, Bruce Linsey runs "the 
Leeder Poll (named for the initiat- 
or John Leeder, who, modestly did 
not like that name and called it 
the North American GM and Zine 
poll. Sometime later , someone de- 
cided that the name of John Leed- 
er was to be replaced with the 
name of John's sine, Runestone, so 
it appears under the title of the 
Runestone Poll) . 

This poll is included as an in- 
sert * Last year Kaissa did some- 
what poorly. The results are 
listed in a main listing (10 or 
more votes) or a secondary list- 
ing (9 or less votes). Kaissa 
got 5 votes. Lopping off the best 
and worst would leave 3-5' s (a 
dead average sc ore ) for the per- 
iod of about April 1 84-March '85- 
I consider that fair . However, 
the fact is that , after some in- 
vestigation I discovered that of 
the five people who could have 
legitimately voted, three did. 

Where the other two votes came 
from (one of them a '2') is not 
known . It is a major defect in 
the polling that votes are only 
supposed to come from those who 
have seen two or more issues in 
the polling period, but does not 
request that the numbers and the 
dates be given in each case. 

I did not make the GM poll as 
apparently no one voted in that 
area j however only those playing 
under a GM is supposed to vote in 
that section , and it was noted in 
the result that some individuals 
who do not play were marked as 
Itnaving voted in the GM section. 



Some will say I am carrying 
this and thus support Mr, Linsey. 
Because of that , another piece 
appears (here or next issue) on 
that matter. I want all of you 
to vote because it is good pub- 
licity, nothing more. {Or, well, 
because it will insure fairer re- 
sults, perhaps- No '2's this 
time, I would think.). Vote!

Appropo3 of the previous piece 
(see Passing The Brux) , it has be- 
c ome necessary to review the case 
of whether or not this should be 
considered support for Bruce Lin- 
sey and/or his products. 

Having nothing to do with this 
feud business f I am c ompelled to 
say that I have had to review his 
activities on a case-by-case bas- 
is. I will distribute the Poll he 
now carries because it represents 
good publicity. It has problems, 
but they are not insoluble . 

I may participate in his new 
"publishers handbook" because to 
do otherwise means to leave those 
who would use it, lacking as wide 
a range of voices as would be 
best . 

As to Mr. Linsey personally, my 
latest opinion is worth very lit- 
tl&i consider only that this man, 
by his own lights , has been involv- 
ed with what he calls 'the feud' 
since 198l* with many people (only 
occassionally cycling back to the 
same ones in time). 

I am on record that feuding is 
stupid, and bad for the hobby. 

Finally, I do not recommend 
him t o no vie es - His view seems to 
make no distinction between that 
which is within a game and that 
which is the real world. He has 
advised novices to actually break 
the law in the course of play ( ie 
: forgery) , His novice packet 
(Supernova) is inferior stuff: it 
contains three of the best pieces 
ever writt en ( V erheiden , S ergeant 
and Smythe) and some of the worst 
(one not even being coherent en- 
ough to allow reading) . It is a 
mediocre item showing no editor- 
ial skill or discriminat ion , 

There is a difference between 
the game and the real worlds for= 
gery , cross gaming , deceit of the 
GM, letter passing; these actions 
are indef ensable and I do not re- 
commend those who recommend them. 

Appropos of the title, this is 
my last word upon the subject.

Though the sun was not vis- 
ible, the watch said that we had 
about S hours before sunset . Even 
so, dusk was setting in, and we 
still had a camp to set up.
